THE CASE OF THE F(ERy SPIRIT 

The. foUowmg factual glory may be 
found in ttm jt-^^cecdings of the British 
Sf}<fiety ffir Pg^chx^at Research. Nothing 
is ^Htious except the names, which 
Ai7i?r been changed. 

In the forties of this century, in a small 
town near London. th«re Hv«.tl a widowet) 
mother with her Iwu daughters. Their home

The youny foTka looked, and Immedtatpl]* 
became intrigued, for Mrs. Harria was right. 
Sure enough, letters could ' i traced on the 
earpet. And the lettera formed a mejisage, 
which read: 

CHEAT WAR COMING. MOVR FROM 
HOUSE TO COUNTRY, SAVE LIFE. 

DAD. 

Bewildered, amazed, and not having' any 
idea what to make of thih message, thpy 
agreed, after much diacumon, not to-make 
mention of it to outflidera for fear of ridi- 
cule. 

Six months later. World War Two burst 
over Europe. 

One night, .Rhortly after the war began, 
Doris, who had been sleeping, waa the 
rest of the family, awoke from a startling 



dream. She got op, excfled, ran Into her 
mother's r<xim, awaken<*d her, and exclaim- 
ed, "We muat leave thia house ?" Beaa woke 
up. ton, hearing the voices, ran into her 
mother* room, and cried: 

"Are you all right, mother?*' 

^•■Yes, dear, Doria haa Just had a bad 
dream, and she came in to tell me about it. 
She says we musP leave thia house immedi- 
ately/' J' 

"Yes, Bess," repeated Doris, "we mu(t 
leave. You remember that incident of the 
fireplace. Well, I dreamt that happening all 
over Again, ami just before I awoke from it, 
a viHce seemed to aay to me, 'Go now. Go 
away now, for in* a *ihort time this house will 
be bombed from the air/ " 

Mrs- Harris and her daughters tooV tli« 
advice Ihcy had v^'\ce so strangely received. 
They found a comfortable home in the coun*' 
try, and th#»re they settled down. But moritha 
passed and nothing happened. They began 
to feel fooli-*h. They diacus^ed the matter 
often, and scepticism crept into tiieir di's- 
cu^'^'ion. 

Then came th# news. London was beinj: 
bombed from the air. And "it was. only a 
matter of time before the entire town was 
practically wioed out — including the hf^use 
in which the Harris family had lived.
